Get The Bugs 
Out Of Woods 


Get the bugs out of the 
woods by Spring is the byword 
of the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission these days, said Gor- 
don Drewery, Coffee County 
Forest Ranger of the Alabama 
Forestry Commission. The 
bug, the Southern pine beetle, 
is being classified as forest 
enemy #1 in Alabama due to 
its epidemic and explosive pop- 
ulation. 

The 1/8 inch long culprit is 
in epidemic proportions infor- 
ty-one counties throughout the 
State, and an all-out effort by 
landowners, wood users and 
Forestry Commission person- 
nel is currently underway to 
control it by removing all in- 
fested timber before spring. 

By controlling bug areas, 
the spread of the insect is 
stopped or reduced. Control 
of bug spots effects not only 
these specific areas but pro- 
tects unaffected landowners by 
controlling beetle spread. Ran- 
ger Drewery is asking all land- 
owners who may not have bug- 
infested timber, but whoare in- 
volved in a timber sale to give 
ing present contracts with wood 
users so that the wood user 
may get to work on the beetle- 
infested timber. This would 
allow more control crews to 
get into the woods to work on 
beetle-infested trees, thus giv- 
ing us a better chance to get 
the bug out of the woods by 
spring. 

Landowners who extend 
their contracts with producers 
should make the extensions long 
enough to be meaningful. Wood 
in low areas is often difficult 
to harvest during the wet winter 


season, Ranger Drewery ex- 
plained. In these cases, con- 
tract extension should carry 


over into the spring and early 
summer. Very little growth 
occurs during the winter, sothe 
landowner should suffer ~*o 
monetary loss on the lump suin 
sales. 

Control efforts should be a 
year-round project, Ranger 
Drewery said, and winter con- 
trol may be the key to stop- 
ping the bug. Winter control 
is particularly important be- 
cause brood densities tend to 
be higher and concentrated in a 
small number of trees during 
this time of the year. “Con- 
trol of one infested tree in the 
winter may save t loSs of 
ten trees in the spring,” Ran- 
ger Drewery said.

This must be 
Said at once because prayer is

Prayer is rooted in our need 
of hope for the mind. The 42nd 
Psalm speaks to God out of the 
turbulence of human experience. 
The Psalmist has no doubt that 
prayer if a deep rooted need 
of his nature., as deep as the 
thirst of a hunted deer, who, 
Stricken and panting, seeks a 
Stream where it can quence his 
thirst. If need is not met, 
then nothing else can matter. 
As fundamental to our deepest 
Spiritual need is prayer---“as 
the hart panteth for the water 
brooks, so panteth my soul after 
thee, O God”. 

Prayer is rooted in our need 
for affection for the heart. The 
Psalmist speaks about his dis- 
quieted spirit. He speaks ofhis 
soul as cast down--“why art thou 
cast down, O my soul?” These 
werds strike an immediate re- 
sponse in all of us. We know 
what it means to be dispirited, 
disquieted, and discouraged. 
These are common human ex- 
periences that most uf us have 
had. These needs in our lives 
cry out for help and sympathy. 

There is something very 
central about the need of the 
heart. Indeed very often if 
the hurt of the heart is eased, 
the problems of the mind cease 
to seem important.

It 
is hard enough to make it in bus- 
iness without being strangles by 
paperwork andthe costs relating 
thereto. Iam told-that it costs 
small businesses across the 
country over 18 billion dollars 
per year just to fill out forms! 
Knowing of your interest in pro- 
tecting the small businessman, 
and all the jobs he provides, 
I call upon you to do some- 
thing to eliminate federal red 
tape.

SPARKMAN: 

As you may know, under a 


1942 law, the office of Manage- 
ment and Budget has the respon- 
sibility of simplifying forms. 
They arealso empowered to hold 
public hearings on the paper- 
work burden being experienced 
by businessmen.

Because of com- 
plaints like yours, the Senate 
Small Business Committee de- 
cided’ to hold hearings on the 
problem.

The environment has been en- 
hanced by recreational develop- 
ments in the state through 
grants and loans to communi- 
ties and conservation districts. 
Water and sewage projects are 
being improved as rapidly as 
money can be made available, 
through both Federal and pri- 
vate sources. Access roads and 
waterways are being spread 
across the country to provide 
the means to transport farm 
products to market, and to 
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enable manufacturers to ship

The rural housing budget is 
triple that of 1969; farmer as- 
Sistance loans have doubled 
during that period; and, water 
and waste disposal outlays are 
at a record high. 

_ While these Federal agen- 
cies are continuing to improve 
the living conditions of the far- 
mers of Alabama and bringing 
industry to rural areas, farm 
income continues to increase. 
The latest statistics from the 
U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture show that cash receipts 
from farm marketing in Ala- 
bama totaled $810.4 million in 
1971, up $57.2 million from 
1970.

Publishers, Editors Agree Public 
Notices Important 


(Editors Note: This is the 
last in a series of articles 
that deal with the importance 
and significance of public no- 
tice advertising.) 

Bob Bryan, Publisher, The 
Cullman Times and Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of 
the Alabama Press Associa- 
tion, calls public notice adver- 
tising one of the very things 
that make a democracy function 
most effectively. 

Jack B. Venable, Editor and 
Publisher of The Tallassee Tri- 
bune, says that public notices 
provide a diffusion of know- 
ledge that give renewed strength 
to government of the people, 
by the people and for the peo- 
ple. 

And Neil O. Davis, Publi- 
sher, The Auburn Bulletin, a 
Past President of the Alabama 
Press Association, believes 
that public notices are the 
means by which a reasonable 
safeguard is thrown around the 
public’s right and opportunity 
to know. 

They are joined in their 
thoughts about the importance 
of public notice advertising by 
other editors and publishers 
throughout Alabama. 

The Birmingham News, for 
example, has said editorially 
that public notices allow news- 
papers opportunities to do the 
best job possible of, serving the 
public’s rights guaranteed un- 
der the First Amendment tothe 
Constitution. 

Last February newspaper 
executives attending the annual 
convention of the Alabama 
Press Association in Mobile 
expressed their unanimous con- 
cern about the deterioration of 
First Amendment rights gener- 
ally and about the stepped up 
attack on public notice adver- 
tising. 

Here is a closer look at what 
they said in their resolution. 

First, the editors pointed 
out that the people's right to 
know is an inherent guaranty 
of democracy. 

Then they argued that there 
exists a clear need for citi- 
zens to be made aware of the 
importance of public notice ad- 
vertising and pointed out that 
the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama and the Code which 


contains its laws provide ade- 
quate stipulations requiring 
public notice to be given. 

The newsmen recognized 
that the legislature of the State 
of Alabama has also understood 
through their actions the im- 
portance of public notice adver- 
tising. 

They did so, the executives 
point out, by rejecting moves 
“by certain individuals and 
groups to reduce or eliminate 
public notice requirements of 
both the Constitution and the 
Code.” 

The newsmen then resolved 
to express their appreciation 
to the members of the state 
legislature for their acts de- 
monstrating their recognition 
of the importance of public 
notice advertising and of the 
people’s right to know. 

They also saw that there 
exists a need for the public to 
be better informed about the im- 
portance of public notices and 
asked newspapers to begin a 
strong information program di- 
rected towards that end. 

In summary, Alabama’s 
newspaper editors and pub- 
lishers agree that public notices 
are of great value to the citi- 
zens of our great nation and 
state. 

They also agree that: 

Public notice advertising 
origins extend deep into his- 
tory. a 

Public notice advertising 
affects the daily lives of every 
person. 

Public notice advertising 
should be maintained because 
in a democracy such as ours, 
the very existence of govern- 
ment by the people is predicted 
on the assumption that every 
citizen has a right to know 
what government is doing. 

Public notice advertising 
should be required to cover 
more subjects for without dis- 
closure, there can be no de- 
mocracy. 

Public notice advertising is 
a way of life that must be con- 
tinued and improved upon. 

Public notice advertising 
provides the backbone for the 
public’s right to know and it is 
an essential ingredient in the 
American way of life. 


rededicate ourselves to active 
and forceful opposition to ag- 
gression and the favoring of 
strong military forces as our 
best guarantee for a continuing 
peace. This was followed by the 
Annual Veterans Day Parade. 

Veterans Day is a day for 
hope and prayer for peace, and 
a day of remembrance and grat- 
itude to America’s veterans 
whose sacrifices have pre- 
served the heritage of freedom 
and liberty which we enjoy to- 
day.

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Alabama Heart 
Association Launches 
New Program 


“Failure to recognize th 
early warning signs of hear 
attack and to seek medical ai 
immediately can cause unnece 
Ssary death,” James F, Mracek 
M. D., Wetumpka, President 
Alabama Heart Association 
Said at a recent meeting o 
volunteer leadership 

Dr. Mracek announced t 
the group the Association's pro 
gram emphasis for the coming 
year, which will be focusec 
on Early Warning Signs anc 
Risk Factors of Heart Attack 

At the present time, heart 
attack is the nation’s number 
one killer, taking some 675,00( 
lives annually 

According to Dr. Mracek, 
research has shown that living 
habits play a big part in heart 
attacks Studies show that 
“those who experience heart 
attacks have one or more of 
these conditions or living hab- 
its high levels of choleste- 
rol, or other fatty substances 
in the blood,overweight, high 
blood pressure, lack of exer- 
cise, cigarette smoking, dia 
betes, a family history of heart 
attacks in middle age.” 

“It appears that any one 
of these habits or conditions, 
called risk factors, increases 
the chances of a heart attack, 
and that a combination of two 
or more factors multiplies the 
risk,” 

The Alabama Heart Asso- 
cition will attempt, through an 
extensive educational program, 
to convince the people of Ala- 
bama to look at their living 
habits and make changes if 
necessary 

“If you should experience 
a heart attack", Dr. Mrace} 
pointed out, “your chances fo 
Survival are greater if yor 
recognize the early warning 
Signs and seek immediate med- 
ical attention.” 

He listed the usual warn- 
ing signs as: prolonged heavy 
pressure or squeezing pain in 
the center of the chest behind 
the breastbone; pain may rad- 
late to the shoulder, arm, neck 
or jaw; pain or discomfort is 
often accompanied by sweating. 
Nausea, vomiting or shortness 
of breath may also occur, Symp- 
toms may subside and then 
return. 

“Act immediately; delay 
may cost your life,” Dr. Mra- 
cek stressed. “Call your doc- 
tor and carefully describe your 
symptoms. If your doctor is 
not immediately available,. get 
to a hospital emergency room 
at once.”

ment was proposed; and 

WHEREAS, the date of the 
general election next suc- 
ceeding the final adjournment 
of the session of the Legis- 
lature at which the amend- 
ment was proposed will be and 
occur on November 17, 1972; 
and : 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the pro- 
posed amendment is required by 
law and by the provisions of 
the act submitting the amend- 
ment to be given by a pro- 
clamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama once 


a week for four successive. 


weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Geo- 
rge C. Wallace, as Governor 
of the State of Alabama, do here- 
by give notice, direct and pro- 
claim that on Tuesday the 7th 
day of November 1972, an ele- 
ction will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within 
the State of Alabama inthe man- 
ner and form provided by law 
upon the following proposed a- 
mendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama of 1901; 

“Section 1. Time and length 
of Legislative sessions. Reg- 
ular sessions ofthe Legislature 
Shall be held annually and shall 
be limited to thirty legislative 
days. During even-numbered 
years, regular sessions also 
shall be limited to a period ot 
ninety calendar days. The leg- 
islature shall convene in reg- 
ular sessions on the first Tues- 
day in May, unless the day of 
meeting is changed by law. 
Special sessions of the legis- 
lature convened in the manner 
provided by this constitution 
shall be limited to twenty leg- 
islative days within a period 
of not more than forty-five 
calendar days. 

“Section 2. Compensation 
Commission for the Members, 
Officers and Employees of the 
Legislature. 

(a) Members of the legis- 
lature shall receive an annual 
salary to be determined in ac- 
cordance with the provisions 
of this section. . 

(b) A state compensation 
commission is hereby created 
which shall recommend the sal- 
ary, expense allowances, and 
other compensation of the mem- 
bers. of the legislature. The 
commission shall consist of 
nine members; two of whom 
shall be appointed by the goy- 
ernor, two by the president of 
the Senate, two by the speaker 
of the house, two by the chief 
justice of the supreme court, 
and one by theattorney general. 

(c) The terms of the com- 
missioners shall be six years. 
Of the initial appointees, three 
(two by the governor and one by 
the attorney general) shall be 
appointed for two years; three 
(two by the president of the sen- 
ate and one by the speaker of 
the house) shall be appointed 
for four years; and three (two 
by the chief justice and one by 
the speaker) shall be appointed 
for six years. Membership 
on the Commission shall be 
considered an office of profit. 

(d) The members of the 


Commission shall elect one of 
their number ag chairman at 
their first meeting and every 
two yeurs thereafter, Any vac- 
ancy on the Commission shall 
be filled within fifteen days in 
the same manner in which such 
position was originally filled. 
The Commission may employ 
and fix the compensation of 
such consultants, assistants and 
employees as it deems neces- 
sary, The legislature shall 
fix the compensation of the 
Commission and appropriate 
Sufficient funds for the compen- 
Sation and expenses of the Com- 
mission and staff appointed by 
it. 

(e) The Commission shall 
meet at least once a year and 
submit its report to the legis- 
lature on the first day of each 
regular session, The recom- 
mendations of the Commission 
shall become effective unless 
rejected or altered by act of 
the legislature within fifteen 
legislative days after submis- 
sion No change in salary, 
expense allowance, or other 
compensation shall apply to any

Tulips vary in height from 
three inches to almost three 
and one half feet and they can 
be used for landscaping as well 
as cut flowers. Remember -- 
most bulbs need sunshine, good 
drainage and they should be 
planted at reccommended dis- 
tances apart. And be sure 
to plant them upright if you 
ever intend then to see the light 
of day. Then sit back and relax. 
Next spring you should have bea- 
utiful flowers.
